INTELLIGENCE FROM FRANCE. 

A few French Journals, the lateft date of which is 
the 14th inft. and Leyden Gazettes of the 16th, have 
reached London. Thefe arrived in a neutral veffel from 
Holland. They bring che Paris news feven days 
later than the la{t journals we received by the way of 
Calais. One of the moft interefting articles contained 
in thefe Gazettes relates to the difpate between the 
French Goyerament and the Senate of Hamburgh, in 
confequence of the arreft of Napper Tandy and bis com- 
panions. We have already ftated, on the ity of 
the French journals, that Citizen Maragon, who claim. 
ed them in the name of the Frenth Republic, had threa- 
tened to leave Hamburgh, if they were not fet at li- 


berty. P ’ ‘ 

On the 16th inft. we faid, that “ Citizen Maragon, 
the French Minilter at Hamburgh, was upon the point 
of leaving that town, .when.a courier arrived from the 
Directory defiring him to remain there, and again to 


demand of the Senate, in the moft urgent and prefling 


manner, the releafe of Napper Tandy and Blackwell 
from the prifon.” This demand, we now underitand, 
has not betn complied: ‘with ; and it appears from the 
papers jult received, that on the 1ft of this month the 
French Envoy delivered a note to the Senate of Ham- 


burgh, declaring that his public funétions ceafed from 


that day. Nothing is faid of the conduét which the 
Senate propofe to adopt, in confequence of this note, 
which almoft amounts to a declaration of war on~the 
part of France. : 
On the 28th Pluviofe (Feb, 16.) the Directory fent 
a meflage to the Councils, relative to the war with 
Turkey ; it was to the following effeét :— 

«The Ottoman Porte, informed that the expedition 
to Egypt was only directed againft its real enemies, had 
begun to look upon it with a favourable eye ; but it-was 
foon led aftray by the perfidious infinuations of England 
and the coalefced Powers. . The war which it has de- 
clared againft its ancient and faithful allies has been the 
fruit of this error, and .will Jead to its total rvin. It 
has drawn the Barbary Powers into a war with France. 
The French Government has adopted meafures of re- 
prifal, and it gives you notice of its having done fo.”’ 

There is no news of importance from Naples ; but if 
we may credit a letter from thence, dated the 24th.ult. . 
the Lazzaroni have: been {peedily transformed from 
zealous royalifts into .repiblicans. It fays, “ yelter- 
day eyening the French troops entered Naples. The 
Lazzaroni who, the day before had fought. againit us, 
now cry out Vive /a Liberte.” 

A letter in the Courter'de' Pais, «the 16th, ftates, 
that General Mack furrendered to General Champion- 
net, in order to fave himfelf from the bayonets of the 
Neapolitan foldiers.. He had an efcort of 20 dragoons 
allowed bini to pafs through the Roman territoties on 
his way to Vienna. ; ve 

The Leyden Gazettes ftate; that the Legiflature of 
the Batavian Republic has paffed a law which ‘requires 
that all citizens, without exception, fhall ferve in per- 
fon.in-the armies. Noone is to be exempted from this 
duty, nor allowed to find fublftitutes. Old age, COrpos 
ral infirmities, and adminiftrative employments, are the 
only exemptions. All citizens, from the age of 20 to 
30, are to ferve in the fir{t confcription for the prefent 
year. ‘The execution of thefe regulations is to be haf- 
tened as much as poffible. yo 2%

Grievous complaints are made by fome perfons that 
poaching tends fo cruelly to deffroy the. morals of the 
country. If poaching has this tendeney (as doubrlefs it 
has) does the evil arike from no laws, or from wrong 
laws, on the general fubject? This certainly is a very 
material enquiry. Isa {trict obfervance of the Game 
laws, in their prefent abfurd rigour, confiftent with the 
prefent {tate of fociety and of manners? Will not many 
people with to eat game, and be very willing to pay well 
for it, who.have no.manors? Is not pdaching abfo- 
lutely infeparable from fuch a ftate of things? 
Thofe, who talk of . preventing poaching, while the 
mode of obtaining game is fo very exclufive by law, as 
it is.at prefent, will contribute little to public morals, by 
allowing the country gentlemen to fart fair with the 
poachers. Something is. neceflary to remedy the evil, 
but perhaps the remedy would confift rather in unmak- 
ing, than in making, laws on the fubje@ of game.

TAK UPON INCOME, ) 


The affeffors having begun to deliver to houfekeepers 
the notices under this aé, the following remarks on 
that part of the ac which relates to the deduction per- 
fons are entitled to make in eftimating their income, 
may perhaps prove ufeful to our readers. They are ex- 
tracted from a pamphlet jult publifhed in London, writ- 
ten for the ufe of the Commiffioners. under this a&t :— 
* The firlt genera] deduction allowed is the amount 
of annual intere:t payable for debts owing by the party, 
or charged upon any property of the party out of which 
any income arifes., It has been before obferved, that 
whatever is deducted under this rule from the income 
of the perfon paying, forms neceffarily part of the in- 
come of the perfon to whom it is paid, and in that form 
becomes chargeable. In this inffance, the act does not 
particularly direct the party making this deduction to 
difclofe the perfon-to whom the debt is owing, byt in 
the execution of the aét, and in order ta do complete 
juttice to the public by charging the creditor for the a- 
mount of intereft received, it will be neceflary in all 
cafes to inquire into that particular, and. therefore the 
party making the deduction fhould give notice of the 
name and place of’ refidence of the creditor, to avoid 
the trouble of further inveltigation of his own {tate- 
ment. fa 
The fesond deduction comprehends the amount of 
allowances to any child or children,- or, other relations, 
provided they are not part of the family of the patry 
making the allowance; and. that they contribute their 
proportions, and their names and refidences.are returned 
to the affeffors and furveyers;.which retarn mult be 
made by the perfon’ making the allowarté; t6 entitle 
him to the deduction. ‘The allowances hére ficken of 
are of a different nature from thé deduétions made on 
account of children maintained‘at thé expence of the 
— Thofe children, whether “at fciool or at cole 
eg 


forming a part of the family: but the allowances here 
fpoken of are fuch as are made to children or relations 
after their entry into life, fuch as are at their abfolute 
difpofal, and not under the controul of the donor as to 
their expenditure. The whole of thefe allowances are 
to be deducted without regard to the amount of income, 
or the number of perfuns benefited thereby, which cir, 
‘ cumftances form a confiderable diftin@tion in the cafe of 
children maintained by the parent. 

The reftriation that the perfon, to whom this allow- 
ance is made, fhall make no part of the family, is very 
neceffary to prevent the divifiun of property to perfons 
refident in the fame family, with a view to take advan- 
tage of the deduction for incomes under 200]. 

The next deduétions are for the taxes ufually cal- 
led the affefled taxes, namely, thofe upon houfes, 
windows, and lights, and upon male fervants, car- 
riages, horfes, mules, and dogs, under two a¢ts of the 
38th. year of his prefent Majelty particularly {pecified, 
but which do not include the fums paid under the aid 
and contribution act, as that ceafes to be in force when 


ought not to be deducted from any affefiment of income 
for the current year.‘ 

The fourth deduction is the amount of any annuity 
payable by the party, either as a debt or charge upon 
the income of the party ; (except where paid to. the 
wife of the party and chargeable upon her through the 
medium of a truftee, or feparately fecured to’ her’as ‘pin- 
money or otherwife. ° ith Pests 

The reafon of this is obvious, and is founded on the 
fame principle as the firft and fecond .dedaftions.. If 
the annuity is fo detached from the income of the part 
as to become chargeable in other hands, he is then al- 
lowed to deduct ic ; but ifit is not fo feparated, the 
deductions cannot bé allowed. It mutt flill be contider- 
ed as part of his income, and chargeable as fuch. ;

Perfons intitled to income depending on the lives of 
others are alfo entithed to deduct the premiums of in- 
furance on thofe lives. If the party, who caufes an 
infurance to be made on another’s life has an eltate de- 
pending thereon, the infurance is prefumed to be made 
either for the purpofe of fecuring a fum of money, or 
an income. after the determination of fuch eftate.. But

raged and deducted, as before ftated, a double deduétion 
would be allowed. To avoid this, it is provided that if 
the income infured ig re-eltablithed by the payment, of 
a fine, the party fhall not be intitled to deduct for that 
fine.

The firft is the amount of tenths paid by any ecclefi-

The third and laft deduction is for the repairs of 
chancels of churches by any Reétor or Vicar, or any 
perfon bound to repair the fame ; this dedgétion mult 
be calculated upon an average of 21 years. 

The act alfo allows a variety of particular dedudtions. 

Thefe are either fuch fums as are charged on the 
land by act of Parliament, as land tax, &c. of fuch as 
have arifen from exprefs contract, as quit-rents, &c. or 
fuch as are neceflary for the prefervation of the eftate. 

Lands fubjeét to the jurifdidtion of a commiflion of 
fewers are liable to a-rate; and therefore fuch deduc- 
tion mult be regulated by the actual amount for one year 
preceding. pete 

‘The common expences incurred in the drainage of 
lands, not being limited by’a rate, but being capable of 
an average eftimation, are limited at 3 per cent. on. the 


be leffened at the difcretion of the Commilfioners. 

Embankments from the fea or river ate of an uncer- 
tain nature, whether as to the time they may be requi- 
red, or the expences. ‘This, therefore, ‘maft be whol- 
ly left to the difcretion of the Commifiioners, who are 
to allow fach deduétions according to the circumitaaces 
of each cafe.

WHICH STILL UNHAPPILY EXISTS WITHIN THIS 
KINGDOM. , 

Whereas, a traiterous confpiracy for the fabverfion of 
the authority of his Maje(ty and the Parliament, and 
for the deftru@ion of the eftablithed ‘conititution aad 
government, hath unfortunately exifted.. within. this 
kingdom fora confiderable time, and hath broken out 
in atts of the molt daring and open rebellion... 

And whereas his Excellency Earl Camden, then 
Lieutenant-General and General-Governor of Ireland, 
did, on the thirtieth of March,. one thoufand feven 
hundred and ninety-eighty by and with the advice of 
the Privy Council of this kingdom, iffue his molt dire 
and pofitive orders to the officers commanding his Ma- 
jelty’s forces, to employ. them with the utmolt, vigour 
and decifion for the immediate fuppreflion of the {aid 
rebellion, and did by his. proclamation of the fame 
date, by and with advice of the Privy Council, notify 
the fame: , FORT SE: 

y And whereas, notwithftanding the faid orders fo 
iffued as aforefaid, the faid rebellion did very confidera- 
bly extend itfelf, iofomuch that large bodies of armed 
traitors did openly array themfelves,and make molt daring 
and violent attacks upon his Majelty’s forces, and com- 
mitted the molt horrid .exceffes and cruelties on the 
properties and perfons of his Majefty’s loyal fubjedis : 
And whereas, forthe more effedtial fuppreflion of 
the faid daring and unprovoked rebellion, his Excetlen- 
cy the faid Ear! Camden. did on the. twenty-fourth of 
May one thoufand feven hundred and. ninety-eight, by 
and with the advice of the Privy: Council, ‘iffue his 
orders to all general, officers commanding his Majelty’s 
forces, to punith all perfons aéting, aiding, ,or in any

rity of this act, of which every court civil or criminal 
fhall: take notices‘ - .
